Dr. Shaw Says Women Should Be 
Included in Profit-Sharing. 


An audience which nearly filled the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music listened 
last night to addresses in favor of the 
vote for women by Bourke Cockran, Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, and John Sherman 
Crosby, Dr.-Shaw, made an attack on 
the Ford Motor Company for not includ- 
ing woman employes in its profit-shar- 
ing scheme, if 

“T have learned,” she said, ‘‘ that the 
reason they give for leaving out women 
is that they say that women employes 
do not constitute an economic factor in 
the business, Well, if that is the case, 
why under the sun do they employ wo- 
men?. The reason that they have women 
employes is that ‘they add a value to 
the business. They are certainly 
qoenomnie factor, or the firm would not 
employ them. 

ell, another reason that they give 
is that women as a e only remain-in 
ae employment a short time and then 
leave it to get married. Well, what of 
that? They do not share in the benefits 
of the pro ashiaring * system after they 
have left to be married 
““ The plain fact is that this discrimin- 
ation against women could never have 
happened if the discrimination had not 
been em ied in our civil laws and in- 
stitutions for centuries. The denial to 
women of the right to ete in the 
overnment is’ plainly the cause of this 
njustice.. Without the political brand 
that women bear women would not to- 
day suffer so unjustly from an econom- 
ic brand.’* 

Bourke ‘Cockran said that he regarded 

giving votes to women not as con- 
forrink a favor on women, but as im- 
posing on them a duty to be exercised 
not ‘for their own benefit, but for that 
of the entire body politic. He said that 
in the last fifty years American demo- 
cratic institutions had fallen into dis-

“After Secretary Wilson’s speech in 
Seattle. it: was to be .expected that his 
subordinates.would make a report which 
would be highly colored in favor of the 
strikers.. ‘The publication of the re- 
port is also well-timed to assist the 
strike leaders in arousing false sym- 
pathy through misrepresentations. So 
far as it contains information ‘given by 
the companies the report could ‘have 
been published months ago, if there was 
any genuine desire to have the public 
know the conditions under which the 
men worked. Extracts from the report 
which appear in the papers if accurately 
quoted, contain many misstatements. 

“Since Dec, 1, an eight-hour day 
has been in effect underground. and ‘in 
all places where work is continuously 
conducted for twenty-four hours. All 
other employes have a nine-hour day. 
The companies in which I am interested 
did not post a notice that the hours of 
labor were 8%. 

“' Directly after mentioning the Calu- 
met and Hecla Mining Company’s name, 
it is said that ‘ two men made affidavits 
that at the point of a gun they were 
compelied to go from Superior to Calu- 
met and then to work“at some. other 
Camp.’ These affidavits are false if they 
relate to any action on the part of 
either the Superior or the . Calumet 
Companies. We have evidence of false 
affidavits secured by the federation. 

Strikers and Others Killed, 


“The report states, ‘A number of 
strikers have been killed and others 
injured in the use of arms in the pos- 
session of ‘Waddell men.’

The bottle was well corked and the 
marks upon it showed that it had 
been: well sealed. The message was 
evidently written very hurriedly ‘with 
an indelible peficil on a plain sheet 
of paper, which is still in good con- 
dition, although slightly damaged by 
water. .The handwriting is large and 
plain, but shaky, and the message is 
unpunctuated. 4 

The finding of the bottle and the 
message is attested by four local 
sons.

THE EVERLASTING THAW. 
The finding of the Commission ap- 
pointed by Judge ALDRICH to, inquire 

into the mental condition of THaw is 
one of the most amazing documents 
ever signed by men of intelligence and 
@ sense of. responsibility, “In our 


“reasonably - probable that HakRr 
“ KENDALL THAw’s liberty under . bail 
“ would not be dangerous’ or a menace 
“to the public peace and safety.” How 
did they form this “opinion”? By 
carefully closing their minds against 
the weightiest determining evidence in 
the case, and by giving to THaw the 
benefit of every doubt, while. giving 
to the ‘public, whose peace and safety 
are menaced, no benefit whatever of 
any doubt. 

The Commissioners say 

ave preferred “to attach little impor- 
ahs _ ‘to the conflicting opinions .of 
experts. Experts of- highest - qualifi- 
eations have repeatedly declared un- 
der oath that THaw was afflicted with 
a form of paranoia which is incurable, 
that, if freed, the probability that he 
would commit other homicides was 
very great. These were not off-hand 
opinions, they were based upon long 
and painstaking study of the character 
and acts of THaw. They were based 
upon the history of great numbers of 
like cases,. sufficient to show beyond 
reasonable doubt that THaw’s form 
of insanity was incurable, and that it 
would be unsafe to set him free. Ig- 
noring this mass of competent testi- 
mony, the Commission prefers to act 

on its own judgment of THaw; a judg- 
ment reached after a brief examina- 
tion of the man, and a study of what 
appears to be only a part of the rec- 
ords of the court proceedings in his 
case. They know from the records 
how he behaved in Matteawan, -how 
he has behaved since his escape. It is 
a form of delusion almost as bad as 
TuHaw’s to base conclusions on ‘such 
appearances. What THAw does when 
under restraint, sheltered from the ex- 
citements of liquor and evil compan- 
fons is one thing. What he is likely 
to do when at liberty to return to the 
indulgences which have marked his 
whole miserable career as a degenerate 
and pervert, is quite another. Rea- 
sonable men,:prudent men; we ;should 
suppose; would have reached the con+ 
clusion that THaw’s past is so clear an 
index to his future as to establish the 
reasonable probability not that he 
Would be harmless, but that he would 
be dangerous. He‘has the blood of one 
man upon his soul already. Did this 
Commission think that the risk that he 
would shed blood again was entirely 
negligible? Did it take thought about 
its own responsibility? 

Four times THaw has been declared 
insane ‘by the tribunals of the State 
where he committed his. crime, Ing 
each case the determination of the 
court was that THaw should be con-}{ 
fined because. it would. be dangerous 
to set Him free. These gentlemen at 
«Concord, set their. own opinions above 
the conclusions reached in. this State 
‘after inquiries far more diligent than 
they have carried on. It seems to us} 
that there ts a controlling presumption 
that the New York‘courts were right.

It is impossible to shut one’s eyes 
to the very evident sympathy for 
THaw, a sympathy so great as to cré- 
ate a singular bias in thousands of 
minds, This sympathy grows out of 
the belief of those who take THaw 
at his word that in the crime he com- 
mitted he was acting as the protector 
of American womanhood. The record 
of ‘his own crimes and perversions ef- 
fectually excludes that belief and all 
sympathy for him in the minds of 
those who are informed. But in Canada, 
in New Hampshire, information about 
THaw appears to be woefully defective, 
There he becomes something of a hero, 
and the efforts of the State of New 
York to regain ‘control of his person 
they look upon as a conspiracy, as 
persecution. In his earlier delusions 
Thaw heard “voices” commanding 
him to take human life as an avenger 
of wrong. There is an extreme proba- 
bility that under the influence of drink 
he will again hear “ voices,” and if he 
is free once more to take up the rdle 
of an avenger other crimes will be 
committed. The guilt of the blood he 
may shed will not rest upop his head 
alone, however. The finger of accusa- 
tion will point to those who gave him 
his opportunity, if in the court de- 
cision yet to be given the findings of 
the Commission shall be accepted.’ 
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THE SCHOOLS AND THE CHARTER. 

Should the membership of the 
Board of Education. be reduced? 
Should work, now done by this board, 
be transferred to. the professional 
heads of the school system? , These 
questions will be discussed as propos- 
als for changes in the educational 
chapter of this city’s. charter at the 
meeting on Jan. 21 next, to which the 
Public Education Association has in- 
vited ex-President CHARLES W. ELIOT 
of Harvard and Dr. FREDERIO Cc. 
Howe, who, together with Prof. Goop- 
now, investigated the merits of a small 
board. 

Intelligent public discussion of these 
problems is very much needed at this 
time. Dr. ExioT is well known for his 
advocacy of the construction of pro- 
grammes of study for all grades of 
the school system by experts and the 
placing of all the executive work. in 
their hands.. Dr. Howe has reported 
that New York’s Board of Education 
should be reduced in size to eight 
members, modeled on the present or- 
ganization of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. Prof. Grorcr H. 
Mrap of the University of Chicago, 
speaking. of,,.the . difficulties. encoun- 
tered” by “Mrs. Erta *Prace Youne, 
head’ 6f the» Chicago school system, 
finds. that she was the victim of a 
board of twenty-one members, whose 
committees occupied “ fields where the 
Superintendent should be supreme.” 
The Goodnow-Howe report points out 
that at least 85 per cent. of the work 
now performed by this city’s Board of 
Education should be in the hands of 
the professional staff in charge of the 
schools. 

Antecedent to the drafting of a bill 
to reform. the educational chapter of 
the charter, it is a splendid thing that 
the discussion will be led by able men 
speaking with distinguished authority.

Another clause of this bill forbids 
the crew that mans the several de- 
partments from partaking in the life- 
boat drill. It should require, not forbid 
it. The reason of the prohibition is evi- 
dent in the fact that if the firemen, 
stewards, storekeepers, ‘and other 
members of the crew were. trained 
to the emergency. service there would 
be no use at all for the able seamen. 
Perhaps if the steamship companies 
had been more careful in the past to 
school their crews for emergency 
service, this demand would not have 
been formulated. 

But the bill is written for the Sea- 
men’s Union and to make jobs. It re- 
quires the hiring, of threé times as 
many men as are needed on deck, thus 
promoting idleness and loss of disci- 
pline, and it fails to protect the pas- 
sengers with more than two experi- 
enced men for each lifeboat. The. pro- 
vision should be expunged, and a rea- 
sonable amendment for lifeboat service 
inserted.

Opinions will 
differ, of course, 
as to the cogency 
of the arguments 
on which VINCENT 
Astor bases his rejection af Socialism as 
a cure for social and industrial evils. 
There can be no question, however, that 
his answer to Upton SIncuair’s appeal is 
an effective refutation of the accusa- 
tion implied in that appeal—-the accusa- 
tion that Mr. Astor doés not realize 
either the number or the gravity of 
those evils and has not given to them 
the serious consideration they deserve. 

On the contrary, the statement shows 
that great wealth, though it came to him 
without effort, and, as Mr. SImNciamr 
would probably say, without desert, on 
his part, brought with it a sense of re- 
sponsibilities to be met, as well as, or 
at any rate in addition to, privileges to 
be enjoyed. Mr. Astor reveals clearly 
enough his appreciation of the changes 
in public sentiment which mark the day 
and his interest'in them. He has beén 
endeavoring to ascertain where he 
stands, or rather where he should stand, 
With regard to these changes—which to 
promote and which to oppose. 

He might even be said to reveal his 
realization of the fact that the. posSes- 
sion of such a fortune as his puts him 
on the defensive, and imposes on him 
the ebligation to inform himself .as to 
his social duties—using the word ‘‘ so- 
cial’ in a sense very different from that 
given toit by the rich young man of 
conventional assumption. He seems to 
have consulted the recognized authori- 
ties in the opposing schools of thought, 
and to have balanced their contentions 
before forming his own decision. 

This is as important, perhaps, as that 
he should have reached a decision abso- 
lutely right, especially as none of us, 
whatever we may think, can know that 
we have reached such a conclusion. Of 
coursé, good intentions, in themselves, 
“da not count fof much, but they. do 
count for something, and this is not the 
first time that young Astor “has evi- 
denced the turning of his attention to 
the graver problems of the time.

NEW YORK’S RESERVE BANK. 








Larger and Stronger Than Others. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is only~ fair to the Organization’ Com- 
mittee of the Federal reserve .system to 
challenge ‘the assumption that is made 
about that the Secretaries have already 
made up-their minds to limit the territory of 
the New York regional bank—that it is their 
decision to keep the New York bank as small 
as it can be kept for fear of its preponder- 
ance over the other seven to eleven reserve 
banks. 

The writer, was present during most of 
the session here, and did not overhear the 
remark attributed to Secretary McAdoo on 
this score, namely, that he “‘ was not as 
green’’ as the New York bankers thought 
him. I cannot reeoncile any such expression 
with the Secretary of the Treasury’s marked 
ability and tact. 

New York as to-day’s financial centre of 
the New World is no accident, any more than 
London, Paris, Amsterdam, and Berlin are 
accidents in their prominence; and. New 
York is going to remain a central sphere of 
influence, despite any artificial laws or lim- 
itations that may be set upon it, 

Political. expediency may have, made ‘the 
centcal bank idea impossible in the passage 
of a banking and currency measure for the 
TWnited States; but the natural laws of bank- 
ing as advocated by virtually ali the great 
prectical bankérs of the world bespeak. a 
central bank for any perfect’ modern bank- 
ing system. .I think it. may be prophesied 
that in the orderly working out of the Glass- 
Owen measure the New York reserve bank 
will. assume the leadership, with most of the 
other regional banks subsidiaries or branches 
all but in name, and with this in view, the 
number of recerve .banks may be legion, de- 
pendent upon capital requirements. The Fed- 
eral Reserve act offers no objection to this 
leadership, and rightfully there should be 
none. 

On the contrary, in my judgment, the mak- 
ing of. the New York bank large and power- 
ful should profitably, to all the country, be 
pursued, The New York bank will present 
a different front to the rest of the world 
than any other of our city. reserve banks. 
The work it will have cut out for it will be 
on a larger scale, and it must be prepared 
to face it with large resources and “unques- 
tioned credit and stability. Bigness can only 
be an advantage to it and to the: whole 
system. Surely the Administration has. ex- 
pressed itself not against bigness per se—big 
industries—big men. The whole system is 
under Federal control. The chain of banks 
will co-ordinate; the greatness of one will 
add strength to ‘the weaker members; no 
danger lurks—iather there are danger and use- 
less loss-of préstige involved by using effort 
to hold New York as small as possible. For 
holding New. York small will be a loss to the 
whole Federal reserve system, inasmuch as 


it will build up at its éxpensé the New York 
trust companies and the New York _ 
outside of the Federal reserve system; so by 
all means make New York’s territory as large 
as. possible under the system. 

Why try to build a dam of Assuan to in- 
sure against drought .and flood, when here 
‘you have already built and available a nat- 
ural reservoir. to receive and distribute nat- 
trally the waters of plenty throughout. the 
country, at the direction he the Federal Re- 
servo Board in Washington?

York County Lawyers’ Association to make a 
crusade against the many notaries public 
who practice law ‘illegally, it would not be 
amiss, at the same time, to Investigate the 
methods of the so-called ‘‘protective, associa- 
tions ’’ and the like, that bring even more 
disrepute and calumny on the head’ of the 
legal profession. I am almost certain that a 
great majority’ of lawyérs are perfectly fa- 
miliar with the evil practice of such associa- 
ftions. These associations incorporate under 
the laws of the State of New York. .

event of any business difficulties. Upon 
such and other promises, these poor -people 
bs Laka of pay is small sum of money, 
ceiving a receipt therefor, which is all they 
do receive for the payment. in the event of 
requiring Jegal aid ‘-howyer, those individuals 
who call at the office of the association are 
told, ** your trouble does not come under the 
eement that we made with you,’’ or ‘‘ you 
will have to pay us $5 or $10 to cover the 
court roe before we can do anything for 
you,’’ &c 

In this’ way these asseciations teap large 
profits at the hands of the poor people of the 
city, who. have not the time to seek redress, 
or the return of their few dollars so fraudu- 
lently exacted; and this all. with the aid of 
a demoralized practitioner, who glories in the 
success of the fraudulent tactics’ of his pre- 
sumable ctient, to a Ro Se gn ation, 
BURSTON.

quarreled.’ The perplexities of this af- 
fair, should one of its principals be sent 
back here'in his. official capacity, can 
be grasped at a glance. 

The first two cases referred to are 
already sub judice; the third will un- 
doubtedly come up soon, wherefore the 
subject of dueling and this country’s 
attitude toward duelists coming hither 
can be discussed now only in general 
terms. The United States leads the 
world in the movement for peace among 
the nations; it is of the utmost import- 
ance, therefore, that the country shall 
do all that lies in its power to aid the 
European movement against,.the wat 
among individuals that dueling-is,. Eu- 
rope takes very seriously whatever the 
United States. does; and the extent of 
the. influence which its stand om the 
question of the duel would have can 
hardly be estimated. ve 

Dueling is a crime under the law in 
any and all parts of the United States; 
in our immigration laws it comes under 
the. ‘“‘moral turpitude’ clause. This 
point of view is open to discussion, 
certainly from the European = side. 
There are cases, in certain European 
social classes and professions, where 
the duel is unavoidable, where it takes 
only one to make a quarrel, whatever 
the other’s opinion of the custom. It is 
well known that a Continental European 
officer is mildly punished if he fights a 
duel, but severely if he refuses to fight 
one. If possible, also, to regard Mr. 
Zerkowitz, who deliberately misged his 
man, as at least a semi-martyr in the 
cause of the suppression of the custom. 

High moral movements sometimes win 
their aims by common sense methods. 
Leaving aside the ‘“‘ moral turpitude” 
view, is it not our brotherly mission to 
help Europe to stop making itself ridi- 
culous? If we can help the old world to 
abolish dueling by beginning to abolish 
the abuse of dueling, will not an impor- 
tant first step. have been taken? ‘The 
duel, in fact, serves in Europe nowa- 
days the purpose of a certain hotel in 
this city: it furnishes exclusiveness for 
the multitude. Social and professional 
nonentities abuse it, without danger to 
themselves or each other, to boost them- 
selves into prominence. The custom, in 
fact, long since became ridiculous. Bu- 
rope, with its far slower sense of humor, 
has only faintly begun to awaken to 
the fact. Let us, therefore, accelerate 
that awakening by founding a hero fund 
for duelists; a gold medal for. those 
who miss each other; a silver medal for 
the. seconds. who load the pistols with 
blank cartridges; and a farewell dinner 
for those duelfsts who, applying for .ad- 
mission. to this country, are«returned to 
their native countries on’ account of 
“moral turpitude.” It. may be that Eu- 
ropean courage will in this way ‘be en- 
couraged to assert itself,

More than one show has been made by 
a single puff. Think, then, of the ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the show that car- 
ries no less than eight puffs of its own. 
And the puffs, or,, say, rather the 
bright-faced, nimble-toéd lassie in them, 
did as much for “‘The Queen of the 
Movies ” last night.as any. one feature, 
always excepting the very delightful 
tunes which. Jean Gilbert has written 
to tingle the ears agreeably and make 
the feet anxious-to be up and doing. 

‘Some of these numbers are already 
tolerably familiar to those who frequent 
the popular restaurants ‘along the Great 
White. Way, but they provide added 
pleasure when associated with the story 
to which they properly belong, and to 
which the principals and chorus conh- 
tribute. ‘ 

There is, by way of example, that 
very. fascinating tune ‘‘In Der Nacht,” 
or, ag it.is programmed here, ‘‘ When 
the Moon Slyly Winks in the Night,” 
during which, along a darkened street, 
come. several pretty maidens, to be set 
upon presently by thieves, who steal 
their handbags, and who in their turn 
are pursued by the ‘“‘ coppers.” All of 
which rather serves to recall that old 
familiar rhyme about the “ big fleas 
who bite and who have little fleas to 
bite ’em,”’ or something of, the sort. 

“The Queen of the Movies’”’ starts 
with a fairly slow first act, but de- 
velops color and rythm and humor as 
it goes along. And, thanks to the mu- 
sic as aforesaid, the good work of the 
principals, and the exceptional attract- 
iveness and spiritedness of the various 
pages, dancing ladies, and ladies of the 
ensembles—again the designations are 
the programme maker’s—develops into 
an exceptionally pleasing and attractive 
entertainment. 

What humor there iscomes chiefly from 
the story of a moving-picture queen’s 
plot to compromise a reformer, who 
working to close up the movies, on the 
krone that they are destructive of all 
the virtues. This reformer, who admits 
that he has lots of opinions but they are 
all in _ wife’s name, is ultimately in- 
duced to. yisit the actress in her home, 
where he is ultimately caught before 
the moving-picture camera, his wife and 
daughter having arrived at ‘an: inop- 
portune time, 

A good deal of the fun results from 
the reproduction of the exaggerated 
pantomime used in ‘“‘ taki the reels,’’ 
and the whole is enliven by 8s pright- 
ly, alluring musig, which is sung. fairly 
“well, for the most part. In the final 
act the. scene changes to a street, show- 
ing the entrance to the rh 7 ape 
theatre, the backing, with empty. 
orchestra chairs, suggesting that hap py 
(though probably far-distant) day. 
the regular producers when nobody will 
be going to the movies. 

The best features of the first act are 
a lively number,.‘‘ Who Is to Know,” 
sung very nicely by that ay ie person, 
Miss Alice Dovey, John Goldsworthy, 
and the Chorus, and a spirited trio in 
which Valli Valli, James Redmond, and 
Felix Adler fill the principal parts. 

Vallj Valli, looking very lovely indeed, 
provides the one touch of near-drama 
in the réle of the Queen of the Movies, 
who is in love with a titled picture 
actor, but consoles herself ultimately 
with the director of the company, an 
otherwise comic person who stutters in 
ev St Aemmaay but his devotion.

Prices Up—Trade Reports Im- 
_ prove-——Moniey Eases Further 
and New. Haven News Helps. 


Further progress which the stock 
market made yesterday carried the gen- 
eral average of prices substantially 


which it stood’ when the year opened. 
There were but few exceptions to the 
forward, movement. The fair gains 
made in a large number of issues were 
supplemented by sharp advances in the 
petroleum shares and in a few other 
issues the transactions in which: lie out- 
side of the usnal run of trading opera- 
tions. Whateyer uneasiness traders felt 
over the reconvening of Congress, with 
particular reference to possible anti- 
trust legislation, and over the tenor of 


which the President is expected shortly 
to deliver to Congress, was overshadow- 
ed by the favorable elernents which 
called for the attention of the financial 
community... The extraordinarily good 
bank statement of Saturday. and the 
good news of the agreement between 
the New Haven and the Department of 
Justice’ were the chief of these. The 
former had direct influence upon a 
further decline in interest rates which 
nowhere was more. noteworthy than in 
the market for. commercial paper. There 
six months’ bills bearing prime names, 
were being discounted as low a8 4% 
per cent: The rate stood at 5% pér 
cent. a few weeks ago and back of that 
the ‘rate Had” been “as high us 6 per 
cent. This decline means that commer- 
cial transactions will be financed for 
sometitne to come with much greater 
ease than. they:.have been financed -in 
the recent past and there is here an in- 
centive to enlarged trade which will 
exert no small influence even thovgh it 
needs to be supplemented by other fac- 
tors to cause the hoped for broadening 
in commercial activity. But that

So many things have happened to the

borrowers is now being watched for by 
brokers. This clags is made up of manu- 
facturers and merchants who make it 
a rule to keep out of the market when 
their notes have to be subjected to a 
discount of more than 4% per cent. A 
paper broker said yesterday that a num- 
ber of his regular clients never issued 
any bills, no matter how large a busi- 
ness they might be doing, if the rate 
was above this figure. Below it they 
might at any time be sellers of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
paper. With six-months’ bills of the 
best names going at 4% per cent., and 
the tendency toward lower rates, the 
appearance of these borrowers is await- 
ed to broaden the brokerage business and 
help the banks place some of their idle 
funds.

Mr. Kruttschnitt, in a 
letter to H.C. Herget, us esident of thé 
association, referre to: Mr, Untermyer’s 
adyocacy of a Federal commission 
supervise the disintegration of corpora- 
tions, and said: 

‘ The accomplishments of the courts 
were also criticised, and the execution of 
the. judicial decrees thus far rendered 
was pronounced ‘farcical.’ The recent 
Union Bagi Pr aye Pacific dissolu- 
tion’ was attacked, and what in. the 
speaker’s opinion should have been done 
in selecting a Board of Directors for the 
| Southern Pacific, had .the proposed 
commission been ‘in’ existence, was out- 
lined as: follows: 

*.* * the first and fundamental dufy of . 
the Commission would have been to-super- 
vise an election for Directors of the South-- 
ern’ Pacific, »from “which the Union Pacific 
management and its agents would have 
been excluded. It would -have. invited 
prominent independent stockholders to form 
@ committee, to.mame a.ticket and.to: cir- 
cularize and. secure the co-operation of 
their associate shareholders. The result 
thus achieved would have represented the 
will, of the independent owners, instead of, 
as now, recording merely the will of the 
Union Pacific as to who should constitute 
the Board of Pirectors of’ their liberated 
competitor, 

* What actitally: was done in selecting 
the existing Board of Directors of the 
Southern Pacific Company is as follows: 

1. Independent, stockholders’ representing 
215,000 shares, or 135 per cent. of all shares 
entitled to vote, appointed. a protective 
committee, which co-operated to the full- 
est extent with their associate stockholders. 

.. At the annual meeting of stockholders 
9,583 independent owners of 1,046,309 shares 
of stock, uncontrolled and uninfluenced by: 
the Union Pacific, selected those of théir 
number who should manage the company’s 
affairs. The result achieved with - the 
election of fifteén Directors, including two 
members of the protective committee, that 
represent the will of 80 per cent. of the 
Owners numerically, and 72.3 per cent. of 
all shares entitled to vote, 

8.'The Union Pacific management and 
its agents were excluded from participa- 
tion in the election. Not a single share of 
stock owned by the Union Pacific was 
voted or in any wise affected the result.
